The recent demand of the county 
clerk, on the advice of Judge J. I. 
Landes, that Rev. A. P. Lyon, of the 
Methodist church, take out a license 
to perform the marriage ceremony 
upon becoming a resident of this 
county, has caused a stir among the 
ministers of the state. Rev. W. F. 
Lloyd, the Methodist preacher at 
Bowling Green, with Revs. William 
Irvine, J. S. Dill, E. B. Kuntz. and 
E. G. Vick, of other denominations 
called upon County Judge C. C. Drake 
to construe the law, which reads as 
follows: 

"No minister or priest shall sol- 
emnize marriage until he has obtained 
a license therefor from the county 
court in which he resides, upon satis- 
fying the court that he is a man of 
good moral character and in regular 
communication with his religious so- 
ciety, and upon giving covenant to 
the Commonwealth, with good surety 
not to violate the law of this state 
converning marriage." 

The question at issue is whether a 
license is good after a minister has 
changed his residence to another 
county. It is conceded that a license 
in force is good anywhere in the 
state. Judge Landes decided that 
it is in force only so long as the holder 
resides in the county where it was 
issued. If he moves he must get out 
a new license, which then becomes a 
legal license under the law. 

Judge Drake decides exactly oppo- 
site, holding that if legally issued a 
license remains in force anywhere in 
the state until annulled, no matter 
where the minister may subsequently 
move. 

The law further says: 

"Such license may be annulled by 
any county court, after notice to the 
person having it." 

Judge Drake concludes as follows: 
"Now, if the residence of the minis- 
ter is all the essential Criterion, then 
there are many marriages improp- 
erly celebrated. I am of the opinion 
that such technicalities will not avail 
in construing the above sectii 
Lawyers are required to procure 
license to practice law, but they do 
not have to do it in every county in 
which they may practice. They can 
practice in any court in the state 
when they have once had license 
granted."

The much talked of cotton 'mill, 
under original proposition, has fallen 
through, but chances are probably 
better than ever that the enterprise 
will yet be started and that home 
capital will do it. 

It will be remembered that Mr. 
Horner came here some months ago 
and met a local committee and made 
a proposition, coming from Eastern 
capitalists, ttiat if the people of Hop- 
kinsville would subscribe $80,000 
toward a capital stock of .$200,000, 
the eastern people would furnish the 
remainder of the capital and locate 
here a modern and up-to-date plant, 
nothing but the latest and most ap- 
proved machinery to be used. The 
proposition was exceedingly favor- 
able and the gentlemen were untiring 
in their efforts to secure the most 
helpful of all enterprises that had 
heretofore been spoken of. Hop- 
kinsville had virtually raised the 
capital asked for, but before being 
tied up the committee set about 
making a rigid examination as to the 
ability (if the Eastern men to comply 
with their part of the contract to be 
entered into. 

Under the proposition our people 
were to have two directors of the 
five of the company and have full 
voice in the management and direc- 
tion of the concern. On the surface 
■ything looked fair and roseate 
for the future of the enterprise and 
created, perhaps, a feeling of hope 
among our people generally over- 
hadowing more or less all other 
things that had been brought before 
them. 

But the gentlemen most interested 
were not to be caught by a glitter- 
ing bait and sent a man to the other 
end of the line to learn who were 
doing the angling. First indications 
were not favorable, and further in- 
vestigation revealed that there was 
something entirely wrong, not 
part of Mr. Horner, but the men he 
represented. The real design, w« 
learn, was to put in here old machin- 
ery that had been discarded in 
another mill. Of course our people 
then dropped out of line. Had the 
Eastern people succeeded in starting 
the mill and putting in out-of-date 
machinery they would have scooped 
Hopkinsville's $80,000, and where 
would our people have landed? 

But our people have learned of 
what lasting value a cotton mill will 
be to our city and they are deter- 
mined to have it. They are not seek- 
ing "Eastern capital" just now. We 
are authorized to say that the mill 
will be built, and it won't be iong 
before it is done. Best of all too, it 
will be financed by home people and 
the dividends will be shared in by 
home people. The gentlemen who 
have most interested themselves in 
trying to influence Boston money in 
this direction, and complying fully 
ry thing asked by the Eastern 
men, are .now in line for greater 
effort in securing what we most need. 
The cotton mill being the first thing, 
along with other enterprises, will re- 
ceive all the atttention that iff;

Six Weeks' Term Will Come 
to a Close This Week. 



A BATCH OF PRISONERS. 



Ed. Greenwade's Motion for 
a New Trial Overruled. 



Jennie Boyd, colored, of Kelly.who 
as adjudged an idiot five years ago, 
and who has since been drawing $75 
a year from the state, was 
retried Monday, as required by law. 
The jury returned a verdict that she 
was not an idiot, but that she had a 
weak mind. 

In the case of J. D. Boyd against 
the L. & N. Railroad Company, the 
jury found for the defendant, under 
peremptory instructions from the 
court. 

The verdict of $717 for plaintiff in 
the case of J. P. Thompson against 
John H. Bell, Jr., was set aside. 

George McElwain, colored.charged 
with assault with intent to commit 
rape, entered a plea of guilty and 
was fined $50, which amount he will 
have to work out unless paid in cash. 
He was tried Monday afternoon. 

Sandy Billingsby, charged with 
burglary, was dismissed, on motion 
of the Commonwealth. 

Yesterday a motion for a new trial 
was entered by Ed. Greenwade, col- 
ored, by his attorneys. The motion 
was overruled. Greenwade was con- 
victed of voluntary manslaugter at 
the present term and given five years 
in the penitentiary. He was accused 
of killing another negro at a festival 
near Pee Dee. 

The other prisoners convicted at 
present term will probably be sen- 
tenced today. They are George 
Johnson, wilful murder, life; Alfred 
Lisanby, voluntary manslaughter, ten 
years; William Mackey, burglary, 
five years; Ed Pendleton, house- 
breaking, two years, and Charles 
Burris, voluntary manslaughter, 21 
years." 

In the suit of Mrs. Roxana Dicker- 
son against Reuben Pitzer, in which 
the jury found for defendant, an ap- 
peal was prayed and granted. 

The suit of Eliza J. White against 
John W. Terrell was ordered stricken 

om the docket. 

Henry Stewart was granted an ab- 
solute divorce from his wife, Annie 
S. Stewart. 

The petit jurors have been dis- 
charged and court will adjourn to- 
morrow or next day.
